The charge that $3,000,000 in stolen 
bond* had been m arketed from St. 
Paul and Minneapolis was m ade by 
W. S. Gordon. Twin City representa­ 
tive of the B urna Detective Agency. 
H e said agents had 
traced 
bonds 
stolen from 41 recent holdups through 
th e Twin Cities. 
The agency had re­ 
ported its findings to the governm ent 
and It was reported that they will con­ 
stitute the basis for a federal investi­ 
gation. 
Jam es A. Connolly, form er St. Paul 
new spaper man, has been nam ed with 
a num ber of others in indictments. 
Connolly will have a hearing S atu r­ 
day in federal district 
court 
here 
when the governm ent agents will a t­ 
tem pt to have him turned over to 
them for retu rn to New York. 
Doran would adm it only that his 
interest here was to insure Connolly's 
return to New York but it was under­ 
stood th a t he was here going over all 
the charges of the "hot*’ bond syndi­ 
cate.

our 
geographic 
situation, 
our 
traditional 
freedom 
from entanglem ents in the involved 
diplomacy of Europe, and our disin­ 
terestedness enabled us to give a dif­ 
ferent and in m any ways a more pro­ 
gressive service to peace. 
"The nations of Europe, bordered 
as they are by age-old dangers of 
which we In the western hemisphere 
have little appreciation, beset as they 
are by long-inherited fears, believe 
that they must subscribe to methods 
which in the last resort will use force 
to compel nations to abide by their 
agreem ents to settle controversies by 
pacific means. 
"We in our great state of safety and 
independence should make no 
criti­ 
cism of their conclusions which arise 
from their necessities. 
"But we believe that our contribu­ 
tion can best be made in these emer­ 
gencies, when nations 
fail 
to 
keep 
their undertakings of pacific settle­ 
ment or disputes, by our good offices 
and helpfulness free from 
any 
ad­ 
vance com m itment or entanglem ent 
as to the character of our nation. 
"The purpose of our government la 
to co-operate with others, to use our 
friendly offices, and, short of any im ­ 
plication of the use of force, to use 
every friendly effort and all good will 
to m aintain the peace of the world." 
The presdent's statem ent was closely 
followed by those attending the good 
will congress of the World Alliance 
for International Friendship Through 
the Churches, including 
many 
who 
h a v<* endorsed the League of Nations 
and world court. 
The league w as 
mentioned by the president once. 
He 
referred 
to 
45 
arbitration 
treaties 
which this country is signing with 
other nations, and added: “Indeed the 
covenant of the League of Nations 
provides for arbitration and concilia­ 
tion amongst 54 nations of the world." 
He neither approved 
nor 
criticized 
the league taelf. 
American adherence to the world 
court was endorsed by the executive, 
but no reference was made by him to 
the pending Root formula. Mr. Hoover 
did not say when he would subm it it 
to the senate for ratification, although 
some of the groups in his audience 
have urged him to propose It to the 
session of congress 
convening 
next 
month. 
Paying tribute to the court as an 
established Institution for settlem ent 
of 
international 
controversies, 
Mr. 
Hoover Haiti: 
“ Its permanence is 
assured 
and 
from it there is steadily growing a 
body of precedent, decisions, and ac­ 
ceptance of law in the formulation of 
which 
w e should have a 
part, 
not 
alone in our own interests but in the 
advancem ent of peace." 
The presdent reiterated 
his 
view 
th a t the peace of the world has never 
been so secure in the past 50 years as 
it is today. 
But he also warned that 
conflicts ever are growing am ong na- 
ions. 
Countries are “always potenti­ 
ally in conflict” over policies, he point- 
d out. 
He then told some of the 
m easures which have been taken to 
avoid the serious possibilities of such 
conflicts. 
The London naval treaty has dis­ 
posed of the m ajor frictions between 
he naval powers, he said. 
The Kel- 
logg-Briand pact pledging the nations 
to peace has become a most powerful 
document with the signatures of 58 
nations; 
special conciliation treaties 
have been signed by this governm ent 
with 45 nations, he added. 
In 
connection 
with 
the 
Kellogg 
pact Mr. Hoover mentioned “some dis­ 
u n io n s as to the desirability of some 
fu rth e r extension of the pact so as . . 
to insure at least the mobilization of 
world opinion against those who fail 
when strain comes.” 
Such a formula would be stimula­ 
t e , he said, adding; “I do not say 
that some such fu rth er step may not 
some day come about.” 
But the conciliation and arbitration 
treaties are stim ulating and streng­ 
thening the Kellogg 
pact 
now, 
he 
maintained. 
Through them 45 na­ 
tions have agreed with

Barring the possibility oi a .successful contest oi 
Schall’s victory, all the Democrats have gained by this * It 
the satisfaction that may be derived from having made 
race for a single oflice. On the de* it side the meaning of the * lec­ 
tion for State Democrats is plain enough. They have missed an 
ixcellent chance to elect a United States Senator; they have put 
into office a Farmer-Labor (J over nor and so have contributed 
mightily to the perpetuation of a third party in Minnesota ami 
Democracy’s continued weakness. 
It is easy to In* w'isc after the event* but lh mocrats s iou Id 
reflect whether their strategy would have been well advi e<l even 
had Mr. Hoidale won. Their central idea was a bargain with the 
Farmer-Labor party whereby Mr. Hoidale would have a clear 
field for Senator and they in return would perform a similar 
service in bhealf of Mr. Olson lor Governor. 
The Democrats carried out their side of the d e a l; tin barni- 
er-La bo rites did not. Mr. Indrehus, for Governor, and the re^t 
of the Democratic State ticket practically abdicated. The result 
is reflected in Mr. Olson’s extraordinary vote. On the other hand 
the 176,000 votes of Ernest Lundeen, the Farm >r-Labnr < andidate 
and weakness of Mr. Hoidale in the rural districts, which caused 
his defeat, testify that in general the radicals went either for their 
own candidate or for Senator Schall. 
The policy of the State Democrats was one of sheerest op­ 
portunism. It was based solely on the ideal of winning a single 
office at a single election. To grasp at that bauble the Democrat 
laid aside thought of their future position and put fresh life and 
power into the nearly extinct Farmer-Lat>or party which for the 
past ten years has been keeping them in the status of a minor 
opposition. Minnesota so far forgot their tradition and political 
integrity as first to make a deal of pure expediency with the 
Farmer-Laborites which is really a radical wing of the Bt pub­ 
lican party nationally, and second to cater unabashedly ami 
frankly for support of regular or conservative Republicans. In­ 
stead of standing as Democrats they have ten ii to identify them­ 
selves with the two brands of Republicanism, and in the attempt 
have simply achieved nothingness. 
So far as rebuilding the Democratic party in Minnesota i 
concerned, these past eight or ten years have been wasted. Bra* 
tical politicians are frequently too practical; they can not see be 
yond the next election. Those in control of Minnesota Democracy 
should have seen the handwriting on the wall after the election of 
Senator Shipstead as a Far mer-Laborite in 1922. 
There are many men of absolutely first rate ability and in ­ 
telligence within the Democratic party of the State. Among them 
leaders might have been found under whom possibilities of in* 
mediate success would have been slight but who, standing on tra­ 
ditional Democratic doctrine, would have recreated Democracy as 
a real factor in Minnesota. Mr. Hoidale was a splendid candidate 
and ran a good race, but the essential bankruptcy of the party in 
leaders may Im* judged from its inability to muster even a (ii I 
ticket or to make1 more than the weakest gesture for any other 
office than United States Senator. 
Instead of reconstruction on basis of principle and outstand­ 
ing personal leadership of its candidates, Minnesota Democracy 
has followed a line of practical political opportunism. It has 
achieved only the role of third fiddle and as a final result ap­ 
parently must continue in that ungratifying position for an in­ 
definite future.

Gasoline tax refunds in Minnesota are increasing slowly 
but steadily, according to a Highway bulletin. An analysis of the 
gas tax report shows that in 192b, 5.20 per cent of the gross re­ 
ceipts w’ere refunded; in 1927, 11.08 per cent; in 1928, *':1 I per 
cent; in 1929, 7u>7 per cent, and for the first nine months in 1950, 
7.84 per cent. 
A classification of claims shows that Go pt r cent of the re­ 
funds go to agriculture, I per cent to av inturn, 2.5 per cent to dry 
cleaners, 12.1 to industrial users, 8.1 to railroads, 15,1 to road 
construction, 0.1 to the' ll. S. government and ti.7 p r ti ut m im !- 
laneous. 
Refunds in Minnesota, however, are sm all compared to som e 
other slates. In North Dakota it is reported that they average VZ 
per cent of I hi* gross, in South Dakota 21 per cent, in Kansas 1 • 
per cent, in Montana 15 per cent. In ninny states, however, thv 
percentage is smaller than in Minnesota amt in some states no re­ 
funds are allowed. 
Total refunds in this state from Jan. I to Oct. I Wert $G82,- 
841. In 1929 the refunds amounted to $789,020.

It is easy to be wise after the event, but Democrats should 
reflect whether their strategy would have been well advised even 
had Mr. Hoidale won. Their central idea was a bargain with the 
Farmer-Labor party whereby Mr. Hoidale would have a clear 
field for Senator and they in return would perform a similar 
service in bhealf of Mr. Olson lor Governor. 
The Democrats carried out their side of the deal; the Farm- 
er-La bo rites did not. Mr. Indrehus, for Governor, and the rest 
of the Democratic State ticket practically abdicated. The result 
is reflected in Mr. Olson’s extraordinary vote. On the other hand 
the 175,000 votes of Ernest Lundeen, the Farmer-Labor candidate 
and weakness of Mr. Hoidale in the rural districts, which caused 
his defeat, testify that in general the radicals went either for their 
own candidate or for Senator Schall. 
The policy of the State Democrats was one of sheerest op­ 
portunism. It was based solely on the ideal of winning a single 
office at a single election. To grasp at that bauble the Democrats, 
laid aside thought of their future position and put fresh life and 
power into the nearly extinct Farmer-Labor party which for the 
past ten years has been keeping them in the status of a minor 
opposition. Minnesota so far forgot their tradition and political 
integrity as first to make a deal of pure expediency with the 
Farmer-Laborites which is really a radical wing of tho Repub­ 
lican party nationally, and second to cater > unabashedly and 
frankly for support of regular or conservative Republicans. In­ 
stead of standing as Democrats they have tried to identify them­ 
selves with the two brands'of Republicanism, and in the attempt 
have simply achieved nothingness. 
So far as rebuilding the Democratic party in Minnesota is 
concerned, these past eight or ten years have I won wasted. Prac­ 
tical politicians are frequently too practical; they can not see he 
yond the next election. Those in control of Minnesota Democracy 
should have seen the handwriting on the wall after tin1 election of 
Senator Shipstead as a Farmer-Laborite in 1922. 
There are many men of absolutely first rate ability and in­ 
telligence within tho Democratic party of the State. Among them 
leaders might have been found under whom possibilities of im­ 
mediate success would have been slight but who, standing on tra­ 
ditional Democratic doctrine, would have recreated Democracy as 
a real factor in Minnesota. Mr. Hoidale was a splendid candidate 
and ran a good race, but the essential bankruptcy of the party in 
leaders may be judged from its inability to muster even a full 
ticket or to make more -than the weakest gesture for any other 
office than United States Senator. 
Instead of reconstruction on basis of principle and outstand­ 
ing personal leadership of its candidates, Minnesota Democracy 
has followed a line of practical political opportunism. It has 
achieved only the role of third fiddle and as a final result ap­ 
parently must continue iii th.it ungratifying position for an in­ 
definite future.

Gasoline tax refunds in Minnesota are increasing slowly 
but steadily, according to ti Highway bulletin. An analysis, of the 
gas tax report shows that iii 1926, 5.20 per cent of the gross re­ 
ceipts were refunded; in 1927. 6.08 per cent: iii 1928, 7:1 I per 
cent; in 1929, 7.67 per cent, and for the first nine months in 1960,,And 
7.84 per cent. 
A classification of claims shows that 65 per cent of the re­ 
funds go to agriculture, I per cent to aviation, 2.5 per cent to dry 
cleaners, 12.1 to industrial users, 6.1 to railroads, 15.1 to road 
construction, 0.1 to the U. S. government and 0.7 p r ca nt mica !- * 
laneous. 
Refunds in Minnesota, however, are small compared to sonu 
other slates. In North Dakota it is reported that they average OL 
per cent of the gross, in South Dakota 21 per cent, in Kansas U 
per cent, in Montana 15 per cent. In many states, however, tin 
percentage is smaller than in Minnesota and in some states no re 
funds are allowed.

Demand* upon the public M fftcei 
that the American Red Cross I* or­ 
ganised to Rive arc Increasingly heavy, 
and will continue to be so In the fu- 
ture. John Barton Payne, Chairman, 
has announced. 
The two major services of the so­ 
ciety—service to war veterans and 
their dependents, and relief in disas­ 
ters—show each year a greater num­ 
ber of persons helped by the Red 
Cross. 
Pension legislation passed recently 
for World War Veterans, and Increased 
allotments to all 
Spanlsh-Amerlran 
War Veterans, have given to ('hapiers 
and the national society many thou 
sands of additional case* to handle. 
Judge Payne said. 
In the past year help was given In 
108 disasters. Ninety of these were In 
the United States, twelve In foreign 
possessions and six were In foreign 
countries. 
Health activities of the Reel Crors 
also are being extended, especially 
In the rural communities where all 
health authorities agree the greatest 
need exists. 
Red Cross, with 794 
nurses in Us employ. Is the greatest 
employer of public health nurses In 
rural areas In the United States. 
In Its campaign against accidental 
deaths, begun tw m ty years ago with 
its life saving and first aid programs, 
the Red Cross now has adopted an ad­ 
ditional program—that of combating 
the huge toll of life from automobile 
accidents on the highways. 
Expenditures of the Red Cross In the 
past year were $4,254,796.34, of which 
$1,208,151.09 was spent In disaster 
relief, the chairman pointed out. 
1 
"The Red Cross depends upon the 
public for Us support, through their 
< memberships enrolled once each year 
In the period from Armistice Day to 
Thanksgiving Day." Judge Payne said 
"W e do not rece ve any support from 
the Government, or through other tax 
atlon, although as the President of tile 
United States Is president of the so­ 
ciety. and one-third of It* governing 
members are representatives of U. S 
Departments, It ranks as a seml-gov 
erm nental agency. 
"By Joining as a member, In the 
local Red Cross Chapter, once each 
year, during the annual Roll Call,
